LAST YEAR'S RECEIPTS AND 
EXPENDITURE. 


The University of Longkong note 
by the Vice Chancellor, Sir 
William Brunyate, accompanying a 
draft budget for the year 1922 to H. 
E. the Chancellor and to the members 
of the Finance Committee, Council 
and Court, is as follows :— 

The draft Budget for the yoar 1922, 
submitted herewith, shows total re- 
coipts of $241,940.00 and a total ex- 
penditure of $341,572.33, leaving an 
estimated surplus of $367.67. 

RECEIPTS. 


Under the heading Interest, the in- 
come is that on the investments 
shown in tablea II and IV in the ac- 
counts ricently submitted, subject to 
the modifications following :—~

4. The interest of £1,085 on our 
sterling endowment is taken at a 
2.103 dollar. Should the dollar 
rise and our dollar income under 
the last heading be reduced, there 
will be a corresponding gain on 
our sterling conmitments in Lon- 
don. 

Tuition fees are taken at $72 000, 
against an estimate of $60,000 and 
actual receipts of $68,376 in respect: 
of the year 1920-1921. This re- 
presents an estimate of 250 students 
at full fees, with on anticipated short- 
age of 3O for the autumn term due to 
the progressive change in the begin- 
ning of the academic yeur. 

The estimate of $3,000 for Univer- 
sity Examination fees is the same as 
last year when the actual receipts 
were $3,340, The estimated Matricul- 
ation and Local Examinations tees 
have been put up from $3,000 to 
$4,000. The number of entries has 


shown a remarkable increa e, and it is ‘ 


practically certain that the estimate 
will be substantially exceeded. Aa 
however+ the examinations are con- 
ducced ut a loss, the relevant figure is 
that of the difference between the foes 
and the expenses. 

Hostel profits are estimated at 
$10,000, as against an estimate of 
$11,000 and actual receipta of $10,088 
last year. Hostel expenses show a 
steady tendency to increase, but on 
the other hand, the fact that the 
hostels should be continuously full 
makes for an increased profit on their 
working. 

The Chamber of Commerce c.n- 
tribution towards the expenses of the 
Commercial Department has been 
already received. 

The other itema on the receipta side 
call for no comment.
